Upland Still Clings To Its 
Republican Margin Among Voters 


Upland’s uniqueness extends even to politics. 

This is a “Republican” community in spite of the county- 
wide and state-wide swing to the Democratic column. The 
G.O.P. margin, however, is small, only four per cent. Reg- 
istered here to vote at next month’s election are 2,877 Re- 
publicans and 2,267 Democrats. It is interesting to note that 
all but 93 registered voters are aligned with one of the major 
parties. Total registration here is 5,337. 

In the county, the percentage of Democratic registrants 
is 55 per cent while the Republicans have 41 per cent. Red- 
lands is the only other “Republican” city in the county. 

And what do the political parties mean? Frankly, very 
little. The big mass of voters here and across the nation are 
not so much interested in labels as in the candidates and 
with whom they are associated. 

Even before it was generally known to which party he 
belonged, General Dwight Eisenhower was often mentioned 
as a prospective candidate for president. His current pop- 
ularity isn't due so.much to the fact that he is a Republican 
as it is to the fact that he is a great leader. 

Voters can register as they wish and inside the voting 
booth they can also dos as they wish. The great majority of 
voters are “independent” when they mark the ballot and it 
is these independents across the nation who will decide the 
outcome. 

In any event, local Republicans can proudly boast that 
Upland is one of the few remaining Southern California cities 


on the G.O.P. side. 


Nixon’s Message To Public 
-— Stresses Great Dangers 


Richard Nixon, vice-presidential candidate, was asked 
the other day to give a message to the newspapers at this 
stage of the political campaigns. 

“You can do much,” he said, “to tell our troubled na- 
tion these things—and then he listed the following: 

“That we are in danger from the threat of internal 
Communism — which the Truman Administration has 
criminally underestimated.

Consolidation Of Packing 
Houses !s A Logical Trend 


Consolidation of citrus packing houses in this area and 
throughout all citrus districts is being frequently discussed. 

The trend is for fewer houses to serve the citrus industry. 
Some students of the problem recognize that it is more econ- 
omical to the growers for packing facilities to be used to full 
capacity rather than for many houses to be operated with 
each having a small volume. It is also pointed out that a 
house, equipped with today’s facilities, can hardle far more 
fruit than could a house with equipment of 10 to 15 years ago. 

And so more and more diScussion among local citrus 
growers is toward elimination of some associations and con- 
solidating the fruit into a few houses. The Cucamonga Cit- 
rus association ceased operations in recent years. Members 
of another association are on record today favoring a consoli- 
dation proposal.
